The prison has approximately 
45 cells. Thirty-four are regular 
men’s cells in two wings. There 
is a women wing of six cells, 
with three cells in the “Klondike" 
for unruly night arrivals and two 
central cells whore prisoners can 
consult with their lawyers. 
Full - Time Warden 
Handy, who has been at the 


prison 20 years, is the first full­ 
time warden ever assigned, there. 
The sheriff used to do his job. 
The warden has received high 
commendation from county offi­ 
cials and grand juries for the per­ 
formance of his duties. 
A newspaper declared in an 
1835 editorial about the prison, 
“The time will come. and probab­ 
ly in the near future, when tho 
cells will have to be increased.”
